Members of the Illinois Society of Professional 
Engineers have taken an active part in an inquest into 
the carbon monoxide deaths of an Evanston couple 
caused by faulty installation of a gas-fired air condition- 
ing system in their home. 


After determining the cause of the deaths as carbon 
monoxide poisoning, the jury made two recommenda- 
tions intended to prevent a reoccurrence of the acci- 
dent. 


The jury called for a revision of building codes and 
for closer cooperation between utilities and municipalh- 
ties: 


Maurice Gamze and Gerald Marks, both of Chicago 
Chapter of ISPE, were members of an inspection group 
which testified before the coroner’s jury relative to the 
case. 
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SUMMARY OF SEPTEMBER BOARD 
OF DIRECTION MEETING 


LS.P.E. Board of Direction met in Bloomington on 
September 12, 1959. Some of the highlights of this 
meeting are as follows: 

1. The society membership has passed the 3000 
mark. More than 123 new members were admitted on 
the membership ballot approved at the meeting. 

2. The Board approved the general plan for a 75th 
year engineering Exposition to be held in Springfield 
in conjunction with the Society’s 75th Annual Meet- 
ing in May, 1960. 

3. The Board approved Society sponsorship of an 
Engineers in Industry Utilization Conference to be held 
in Chicago on December 1 and 2, 1959. This Confer- 
ence is held in cooperation with the President’s Com- 
mittee for Engineers and Scientists and is handled 
through the office of Civil and Defense Mobilization in 
Washington. It is expected that 200 to 300 executives 
from Illinois industrial firms will attend. This is a 
part of LS.P.E.’s expanding PUBLIC RELATIONS 
PROGRAM. 


4. The Board also reviewed a financial and profes- 
sional activity report, that bears heavily on the future 
development of the Society. The report, prepared by 

the Budget and Finance Committee, proposed new and 
expanded I.S8.P.E. programs in the following areas: 


a) Legislation—to build an aggressive rather 
than defensive program. 


b) Legal Counsel—to put ‘‘backbone”’ into its 
work on Ethics and Practice and Legisla- 
tion. 

c) Communications—to develop and maintain 
membership interest through up-to-date re- 
leases and publications. 

d) Function Sections and Committees—to give 


minimum financial assistance to their work. 


e) Public Relations—to promote publice appre- 
ciation of the profession through an active 
public information program. 

The Budget study indicated that in the past 
the Society has not had proper financing in any 
of these above areas. The majority of the Bud- 
get Funds is spent on ‘‘housekeeping’’. By 
strengthening the dues schedule, funds can be- 
come available in 1961 to step-up all activities. 


5. Various committee reports from the Adminis- 
trative, Operations, Professional and Public Relations 
Groups indicated that the Society now has more activ- 
ity and more members than at any other time in its 
history ! 

6. The next Board of Direction Meeting will be in 
Decatur on November 7, 1959.

' Dr. Logan discussed current national trends in 
gineering education as influenced by today’s needs 
or wider knowledge of the basic sciences. He also 
iscussed the status of engineering registration at 
Yorthwestern. 

Each spring all graduating seniors are sent letters 
ry the Dean of Engineering, Harold Gotaas, inviting 
hem to take the Illinois EIT examination on the 
sampus. On the average, 30 to 50 per cent of the stu- 
lents take the exams. While this is not a high per- 
rentage Dr. Logan had an explanation for the relatively 
Ow proportion. First of all, the $10.00 fee is perhaps 
i deterrent to some and secondly over one-third of 
NU’s graduating engineering students continue into 
sraduate school. At the same time, there is no real 
‘aculty effort to encourage registration. 

- Out of a sampling of about 75 staff members, Dr. 
Logan estimates that less than 10 are presently regis- 
ered and even fewer are members of ISPE. Dr. Logan 
ittributes this to a changing picture of the under- 
sraduate curriculum. More and more emphasis is being 
placed on the basic sciences such as mathematics, 
physics and chemistry. At the same time, less time is 
eft over for specialization in the various branches of 
mgineering, such as mechanical, electrical, chemical 
and civil. 

Also, each branch is edging closer to the nuclear 
ie. Mechanicals and electricals move nearer nuclear 
physics, chemicals and civils move nearer radioactive 
products and wastes. This trend makes all branches 


more closely allied in purpose than even before. 

Another change since World War II has been the 
basic training faculty members. It used to be that a 
man was expected to acquire 10 or 15 years of field 
experience in industry or consulting before returning 
(0 ivy-covered walls to teach. 

However, today’s faculties are more scholarly than 
their predecessors. They tend to proceed from their 
B.S. degrees through their masters and doctorates 
lirectly to permanent staff positions. Therefore many 
faculties lack professional field experience. 

This tends to shield them from knowing the need 
for and the advantage of engineering registration. 
They have attained professional standing in education 
yy their acquisition of advanced degrees. They would 
not be so likely, therefore, to retain a comradeship with 
undergraduate classmates who left with the B.S. degree 
to enter the engineering field without staying for their 
masters degree. 

Dr. Logan also reminded the meeting of the fact 
that 50 percent of all engineering graduates leave en- 
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gineering sometimes during their careers. He pointed 

out that over half of top U.S. executives have engineer- 

ing or scientific training, whereas the law formerly 
furnished the majority of these leaders. He regards- 
this as having both good and bad aspects. 

It is good that bankers, corporations, business and 
government recognize the high caliber of students 
graduating from engineering schools. On the other 
hand the field of engineering loses some of its best 
talent to better paying non-technical positions. 

As for the best means of aequainting engineering 
students with the need for registration and the aims 
and activities of the professional societies Dr. Logan 
suggested a six point approach: 

1. Arrange talks by professional engineers to be 

delivered before organized groups of students. 

2. Stress Engineers Week on campus. <A concen- 
trated approach at this time of year to impress 
students with the importance and attractiveness 
of the engineering field. 

3. Work with the Educational Council for Pro- 
fessional Development. Dr. Logan cited the 
fact that ECPD accreditation teams make no 
attempt to check the registration status of a 
faculty as a part of their process. The latest 
team to visit Northwestern contained no prac- 
ticing professional engineer. Dr. Logan terms 
this a defficiency in accreditation procedure. 

4. Improve the status of the profession. Dr. Logan 
believes that there is a great need for ISPE and 
NSPE to make the profession more professional. 
He believes that the amenities are important to 
the professional environment. Such things as 
drafting room ‘‘bull pens’’ deter some graduates 
from thinking that they are entering a _ pro- 
fession. Private desks and certain privileges 
are believed to be ‘‘little things’’ that would 
help make the profession more attractive. 

5. Stress the new developments in organizations 
such as the ‘“‘Future Scientists of America.”’ 
Local and state professional organizations could 
help by sponsoring such worthwhile fledgling 
societies. 

6. Help attract the highest quality students from 
high school to engineering colleges. Some work 
of this sort is already being done by scholarships 
and scientific study clubs for talented teenagers. 

Dr. Logan summarized his prepared talk by stating 
that the problem of getting the young graduate to 
accept professionalism as a culmination to formal ed- 
ucation is extremely important. He emphasized that 
the problem offers both a great opportunity and a great 
challenge. 

In the lively discussion that followed Dr. Logan’s 
stimulating talk C. J. McLean, National Director of

HELD IN SPRINGFIELD

_ Professional engineers in Illinois are taking an

This 
ganization is pioneering in the field of making the 
iblic aware of water supply and water conservation 
‘oblems in the state. Its Third Conference, held in 
pestis, on Thursday, August 27, brought to Spring- 
ld outstanding nationally-known speakers on this 
ibject and attracted industry representatives inter- 
‘ted in water supply from the entire state. The 
onference was sponsored by the Water Resources 
ommittee of the Chamber of Commerce. This Com- 
ittee, made up of industry leaders from the entire 
ate, includes among its membership many professional 
agineers active in the Illinois Society. The Chairman 
f the Committee this year is Alex Van Praag, of 
lecatur, Past President of the Society. Other I.S.P.E. 
lembers on the Committee are: Edward E. Alt, Edward 
» Nealy, Clarence W. Klassen, C. J. McLean, Harry E. 
chlenz, A. D. Spicer, and K. K. Stapleton. Mr. Herbert 
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E. Hudson, Jr., of New York City, and formerly in 
Urbana, was one of the speakers on the program. 


In addition to the above engineers, a great many 
other members of the Society interested in water prob- 
lems and in the aims and purpose of the Conference 
attended the meeting. It was pointed out in the 
Conference that conservation measures and the solu- 
tion of water supply problems are the responsibility 
of competent engineers versed in this subject of water 
supply. It is the duty of professional societies familiar 
with these problems to do more to get reliable informa- 
tion to businessmen, legislators, and the public. The 
problems are often technical and require an engineering 
approach for proper solution, but legislation for and 
puble approval of projects related to water supply 
require a broad understanding by industry, city, and 
state officials, and concerned citizens. The activity of 
the several members of the Illinois Society of Profes- 
sional Engineers on this Water Resources Committee 
indicates that members of this Society are recognizing 
their responsibility in this type of public service. More 
members of the Society should take part in this and 
similar types of public committee activities that are 
concerned with problems related to engineering.
